7 Oouncilmen Johnson moved that the minutes of the previous meeting be ap-
proved.

Discussgion of the tentative budget was held., The Mayor asked that tenta-
tiveapproval be given today, and final approval the third Thursday in Jaruary.
Councilmen Long submitted a 1list of recommendations to be considered in amending
the Budget. (List on file in CityClerk's Office under "BUDGET = 1952) She re-
ported on a meeting with the Ayditors and stated her recommendations were in line
with what the Auditors hed advised. Councilmsn Long asked a ruling of the City
Attorney wvegarding the City Charter provision prohibiting Council members snd of-
ficers of the City from accepting gifts from franchise holders. She stated memherﬂ
of the Council had received fruit cekes from Southern Union Gas Company. Council~
men Long wondered why one car would have 32 tires in less than & year's time, and
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she thought the Anditors had pointed out some irregularities, and these should be
checked into before the Budeget was spproved, After discussion, Councilmen
MacCorkle offered the following resclution and moved its adoption:

WHERFAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas meins in
the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Unlon Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay
and' construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in PECAN GROVE ROAD, from a point 190 feet
west of Bickler Road westerly 50 feet, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 9 feet south of and parallel to the north
properiy line of sald PECAN GROVE RQAD.

Said gas main described sbove shall have & cover of not
less than 2} feet.

(2) A gas main in SOUTH 3rd STREET, from & point 172 feet
north of Cumberland Road northerly 298 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 74 feet west of and parallel to the east
property line of said SOUTH 3rd STRERT,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

The Southenn Unlon Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee that the space agsigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the factthat

greater depths may not be required a2t specia) points, When the Southern Union
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Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before
such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repaiks or
replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of & fire plug, water
mast be used ab intervals during the course of backfidling of the ditches.

] THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have been lald shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to sald company by the City of Austin.

The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following vote:

The Council heard the following tax appeals from the Board of Egualizations

JOHN 6. AYCOCK ~ Block 61, Original City. The tax on this involved one-hal
of 1950, and all of 19%1. Mr. Aycock felt there was a discrepancy in the valua~
tion ag reflected with other property involved in the trade in which he obtained
this moperty from the City., He stated it is valued at present for taxes at
$75,770, whereas the trade was consumtied at $155,000. The property, lLots 7 &

8, Block 98, behind the City Hall was velued at $37,410. He stated his property
was valued at 50% rather than 33 1/3. He mentioned the penalty and interest
against his taxes, stating he had had no opportunity earlier than this to come
before the Council, The Mayor stated the Council would look at his mroperty, and
let him know, He asked that the Tax Asgessor give a breakdown on thls property
as to land and buildings.

ROSWELL MILLER - 1620 North Umberland, his home; and 1626 North Umberland,
the property of Mrs. T. A. Caldwell. He stated Nrs. Caldwell's property was ag-
gessed at 4.U5¢ his at 3.65, Mrs, Caldwell's veluation will be reduced %o $3.65
this year, but that is not in line with construction located at 3207 XKerby Lane, |+
3204 Churchill, 3212 Churchill, which is assessed ab $0.25, $2.45, and $2.65,

Mr. Miller sbtated in addition to the two pieces of property on North Umberland,
he represented rore riy at 2900 Cherry Lane., No:assessment had been made of the
improvements last year, and it was listed as M"ew construction®. It is a five
room house, set at $3200, and it is going to be appraised at $3.50. He asked
that it not be appraised at that amount, comparing it with six room frame houges
with two baths. The Mayor stated the Council would check on all of these and giv
him an answer as soon as possible.

The matter of appointing a Citizens Committee %o study the Charter and
proposed amendments was brought up. After mach discussion, Councilman MacCorkle
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moved that a Committee of 15 be appointed 1o sugeest to the Council such changes
as it might deem necessary, and to report to the Council within 90 days after
the date of appointment, The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by
the following vote: .

The Mgyor suggested that the Council submit nzmes next Thursday, and that
it attempt to appoint such a Commitiee.

The 0ity Manager withdrew the resolution authorizing a contract with the
AUSTIN METAL & IRON COMPANY (Jim Novy) at this time, stating there were some
others who were interested in this, and that there was a possibility that the Ci
ecounld handle this type of operation itself,.

. Councilmen MacCorkle inquired about the park at Wilshire Boulevard. The
City Manager reported a survey was being made of the area, andmore detalls
would be obtzined before s study by the Park Board could be made.

Councilman Johnson suggested that the City Manager go ahead and get more
of those enclosed gartege trucks as soon as possible. The City Manager reported
five were on order.

. Councilman Long asked sbout the park around the Olive Street School. The
City Manager reported it was golng to be graded, and the Recreation Department
hed planned somepark equipment there.

Councilman MacCorkle moved that the city Attorney Ve instructed to draw up
an ordinance to set up a separate Tex Deperiment. The motion, seconded by Coun~
cilman Long, carried by the following votes

The matter of establishing a policy at the City Lidrary regerding its use
by the colored people, was brought up for consideration. The Mayor stated that
in the Executive Session of the Council, the matter was 1eft on the basis that
all citizens of Austin would be permitted to get books, ut the reading rooms
would not be opened. - Oouncilmen Long moved that the City Library be opened
to a1l citizens of Ausgtin, The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried
by the following votel
